purposes of the on-coming reformed government Mex- 
ico can be vouchsafed peace and prosperity is not to 
be doubted. Are Madero and his patriotic confreres 
strong enough to enforce these? They have a mighty 
task to perform and all friends of free government 
will hope them equal to the great work that confronts 
them.

It was left for a Kansas representa- 


tive in congress to discover a blanket 
method for preserving bird life, the 
Springfield Republican says. His con- 
tention is that the Might of migratory 
birds in the spring ana fall comes un- 
der the classification of interstate com- 
merce, and may he regulated by the 
federal government, under the provis- 
ions of the constitution, the same as 
railroad traffic. 
He ims introduced a 


bill in the house to prohibit the killing 
of birds engaged in flying across state 
lines between January 10 and August 
15 each year. He makes the penalty 
for the first offense a line of between 
5100 and $1,000, anoifor the second of- 
fense imprisonment of not less than 
thirty days nor more than six months.
